Groat Estate Improvements. 

The commissioners report in refer- 
ence to the local improvements on 
the Groat estate was presented and 
approved as follows:

plank sidewalk has been extended 
along Jasper avenue from Kighteenth 
street to Edward street. On account 
of the roadway having been Iwid out 
close to the southern line of the street 
it has been found expedient to place 
this plank walk on the north side of 
the street ,instead of the south side 
as originally intended. It will, how- 
ever, be connected by a crossing with 
the 8 ft. plank walk originally laid 
down to BRighteenth street. The resi- 
dences in that vicinity are all to the 
north of Jasper avenue. 

Electric Lighting !n This Vicinity. 

We have had a complete report 
from our city electrician in this mat- 
ter, which is hereto attached, From 
this report it would appear to be unad- 
visable to extend our electric light 
wires to the Groat estate property at 
this time, as the commercial advan-

/ENGLISH EDITOR 


He Sees in it Superb Opportunities 
—Edmonton he Calls a Great 
City in the Making 


The representative of the East An- 
glican Times, who formed one of the 
party of English journalists touring 
the west last summer, has a crisp ac- 
count of his trip tnrough Alberta, 
published in a recent issue of his pa- 
perv. He writes; 

Two hundred miles by the C, P, R. 
track due north from Calgary brings 
you to Edmonton, the capital of the 
province, and the centre of govern. 
ment, Alberta is 700 miles from the 
north to the south, is about 300 miles 
wide, and is twice the size of the 
United Kingdom. The whole popula- 
tion last yoar was 185,000, but there 
has been considerable influx this sum- 
mer. Only this month a shipload of 
1,000 single women bound for the 
Northwest, has gone out from Liver- 
pool, and women are badly wanted 
where the men are in the proportion 
of three to one woman, There are 
over 30,000 farms in Alberta, a quar- 
ter of a million acres under wheat, 
and over half a million under oats 
and barley. These are last year’s fig- 
ures, and must be bigger now, Edu- 
cation is not uncared for. There are 
800 public schools, and a Provincial 
University in the making at Strath- 
cona. The lands near the Rockies are 
undulating, and suitable for mixed 
farming; the pasture is so rich that 
cattle may be left to shift for them- 
selves all the year. Near the Rockies, 
the “Chinook” winds temper the cold, 

How Towns Grow. 

It was very wet as we travelled 
north, and at Red Deer, on the fine 
river of the same name, we could only 
take a perfunctory glance of the 
country from the railway station, 
where the usual deputation was wait- 
ing to meet us, loaded with the prod- 
uets of the countryside. Fine red 
wheat, full in the ear, and abundant 
in straw, proved the value of the 
winter sown crop. Red Deer is a cen- 
tre of mixed farming, and must have 
a population of over 2,000, while the 
towns possesses many fine buildings. 
There is plenty of electric power to be 
developed from the river, and the 
town has its electric light and tele- 
phone systems. It is a convenient 
railway centre, and is well on the way 
to be the industrial and administra- 
tive metropolis of a wide area, The 
Board of Trade pushes the town well, 
and lets no opportunity slip of mak- 
ing it known, We did not stop at 
the township of Ponoka, but literature 
handed to us to proclaim its

Seven years ago Ponoka was 
a flag station, with one small store 
and a railway water tank; now 500

The population of Strathcona is from 
2,000 to 3,000, and it is a separate mu- 
nicipality from its larger neighbor, 
Edmonton. The seat of the Alberta 
University is here, and the town is 
also the home of Premier Rutherford 
and Dr, MeIntyre, the M, P, for the 
Dominion Parliament. Strathcona is 
a pleasant residential place, on a love- 
ly slope, and thé drive through the 
town down to the river ig charming. 
Of the roads of Stratheona and Ed- 
monton it is hardly fair to speak. 
Two days’ rain and unmetalled roads 
speak for themselves, but both towns 
are young and everything éannot be 
done at once. The bridge acrose the 
Saskatchewan is a fine piece of en- 
gineering work and the view of Ed- 
monton seen from the far side of the 
river says volumes for the location of 
the capital city of this great new pro- 
vince. 
Great City in the Making. 

Edmonton has grown’ up fast, and 
bide fair to grow faster yet, No one 
can say for certain, at any time, 
what the population of these cities 
is. The population of Bdmonton to- 
day may be put at anything from 15,- 
to 21,000. Building cannot keep 
pace with the neweomers, The immi- 
gration officer told me that this sum- 
mer there were 989 tents pitched in 
the city, with an estimated population. 
of 5,000 people, representing the year’s 
increase. Edmonton is a great city in 
the making. The main streets are 
laid out for 90 feet, with 30 feet fos 
sidewalks. In the city itself some 
progress has been made with street 
paving. City land blocks have jump- 
ed up in, value, and splendid build- 
ings are rising at every turn, The resi- 


dential streets are very attractive, and 


well planted with trees, and the Hon, 
Frank Oliver, Canada’s Home Secre- 
tary, has a home here. There are 


thirteen banks, two daily newspapers, 
one weekly, one French paper,

German paper, and a German club. 
Such facts as these best suggest the 
vigorous life of a place that has only 
this year reached 20,000 inhabitants. 
If the high situation of Edmonton 
makes it an ideal place for a city, the 
site chosen for the Parliament ld 
ings proclaims it as the provincial 
capital.” Not even Ottawa can boast a 
grander site for its parliament, The 
bluff, overlooking the river, on which 
the old Hudson’s Bay fort and stock- 
ade stood, is the place selected for the 
Houses of Parliament, and this fine 
height dominates the surrounding dis- 
trict.

Prosperity Everywhere. 

The leading inhabitants of Strath- 
cona and Edmonton extended a warm 
welcome to their visitors and enter- 
tained us to dinner, and afterwards, 
at the new premises of a particularly 
luxurious club, I had the opportu- 
nity of a long talk with the Hon. A, 
C, Rutherford, the first Premier cf 
the new province of “Alberta,  Pre- 
mier Rutherford strikes me as a singu- 
larly modest and unassuming man, 
He is of fine physique, a characteris- 
tie associated in my mind with most 
of the Canadian politicians I met. The

Elevators Count. 

At Wetaskiwin the continued rain 
prompted several jokes, and a plea to 
the waiting deputation that we should 
not be made “wet to the skin,’’ con- 
fined our day’s outing to an inspection 
of the town, The population is now 
about 3,000, there are two rival weekly 
papers, three banks and six grain 
elevators. In the Northwest the true 
criterion of a town’s progress is the 
number of elevators it boasts. The 
town is well laid out, they have mu- 
nicipal electric power and water, nice 
public buildings and a good hotel 
In this territory the bars close at 7 
p. m. on Saturday to 7 a. a, on Mon- 
day, and daily from 11.30 p. m, to 6 
a, m, That is the public rule, which 
is in the main observed, though it is 
not impossible to get liquor in prohib- 
ited hours. Still the time limit sets 
the fashion, and has a general salu- 
tary effect on the habits of the people. 
What struck me as remarkable in so 
small a population was that the Board 
of Trade, or Chamber of Commerce, 
should number 66 members, all pay- 
ing £1 a year and all determined to 
shove the town to its utmost. 

‘ Mixed Farming. 

They told, us here that dairying, cat- 
tle ranching and mixed forming were 
the features of the district, For wheat 
growing, all takings over seven dol- 
lars an acre are clear profit. Wheat 
would feich 55 cents a bushel, and a 
low average would be twenty bush- 
els to the acre, so that a minimum 
crop would yield at least 11 dollars an 
acre, or say 44s. That is a low aver- 
age, but in the Clover Bar district of 
Alberta threshings this year have al- 
ready yielded 50 bushels per acre of 
winter wheat. Nor must we forget the 
mineral wealth of this part of the 
country, Since my visit to Wetaski- 
win, while drillings were being made 
for a water supply, an eighty-foot 
seam of coal was struck at 400 feet 
depth, and. this only proves the truth 
of what Premier Rutherford told me 
that the whole of Alberta is underlaid 
with coal, | saw the seams myself 
sticking out in some of the deep cut 
river valleys, 

A Pleasant Place. 

Strathcona is at present the nor- 
thern terminus of the C. P, R. line of 
track, Strathcona and Kdmonton are 
sister towns, divided by the North 


Was chosen to be the first Premier on 
the formation of the province, Mr, 
Rutherford is a prime minister in the 
making, just as Edmonton is a ecap- 
ital in the making, and he has to cre. 
ats every branch and detail of the 
administration for himself. He is his 
own Minister of Education, and deal- 
ing with a new province, he has had a 
task with his education bills that Mrv 
Birrell might have envied. Recent!y 
he has been in London for an educa- 
tional conference, and has come back 
to Alberta full of enthusiasm. On the 
general prospects of Alberta the Pre- 
mier was very convincing. Only the 
top of the ground, so to speak, has 
been scratched at present, and there 
are signs of prosperity’ everywhere, 
There is coal, the Premier reiterated, 
under almost every square mile of Al- 
berta, and this means much for fu- 
ture industries. Seftlers of the right 
sort are badly needed, men who can 
take the rough with the smooth, an? 
adapt themselves to their surround- 
ings, For such there is a livelihood 
and wealth waiting because the re- 
sources of the province are so vast 
that it only wants the settler to devel- 
op and enjoy them. 
Our Hinterland. 

To the north of Edmonton there is 
the great Peace River district, the 
old Peace River trail of the early set- 
tlers, waiting to be developed by Brit- 
ish blood and muscle, In a very short 
time now, Edmonton will be served by 
the C. P. R. and the Grand Trunk Pa. 
cifie, while the Canadian Northern 
now has an important centre there, 
The surrounding couulry is agreea!e 
to live in, and Edmonton is a great 
distributing city of the district's 
wealth. The Board of Trade gives you 
an illustrated pamphlet, Fifteen Min- 
utes’ Reading Avout Kdmonton for 
the Busy Man of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury.” From this 1 gather, as well as 
from conversations and observation on 
the spot, that in this booming city 
there are openings of every kind in 
every direction of business. I feel 
sure that a capable young fellow com- 
tg out here, with no nonsense about 
him, would very soon drop on his feet, 
if he were ready to adapt himself to 
the ways of the country, and to leave 
all old world notions behind him. 

From Edmonton we travelled first 
north, and then east for 1,500 miles, 
through Canada’s great North-West 
wheat belt. Our route along the Cana- 
dian Northern Railway took us across 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba, 


G 
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vast open country, with signs of life 
and new settlement along every inch 
of the track. 

Along the C. N. R, 

As a revelation of the new era now 
opening in the west, this was, per- 
haps, the most novel part of our tour 
through the Dominion. In mere 
words it is diffvult to give the proper 
idea of all the restless energy that 
is going to make this strip a country 
the most important agricultural area 
in the world, All that I can do is to 
recount facts and incidents that came 
under my Own observation in a hur- 
ried tour, and these facta must sug- 
gest the outline of the picture. Take 
the Canadian Northern Railway for 
instance. It was laid out with sub- 
lime confidenee on the part of the pro- 
moters right into the stretches of the 
Saskatchewan river, where no one but 
pioneers had been before. The C, N. 
R, has laid a mile of rail a day for 
nine years and now is during every 
summer month new towns and sta. 
tions are growing up along the 2,500 
miles of steel track. Where a year or 
two back, not a habitation was to be 
seen, there are now progressive little 
municipalities booming themselves for 
all they are worth. On this journey I 
gleaned much information from Mr, 
Arthur Hawkes, an English journal- 
ist, who is now “publicity” man of 
the C. N. R., and travels up and down 
the track in his own private car like a 
millionaire, Mr, Hawkés knows ev- 
ery one along the track, but even he 
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Says It Is No Dream. 

“When I eseaped ashore | found I 
was in Vera Cruz, Mexico I was 
blind from my long confinement inthe 
ship’s hold, was arrested aud put in 
prison. In six weeks I again escaped 
to Zacatecas, where I boarded the ship 
Presidio, I told my story to Captain 
Jenkins, an American, and he carried 
me to San Francisco, where L landed 
on August 14 last. I had been strip- 
ped of all marks of identification, 1 
telegraphed my wife, The telegraph 
strike was on, but I had to have mon- 
ey and was sent to Salt Lake to work, 
I did Associated Press work and sav- 
ed my money. The first pay day I 
telegraphed my wife to meet me in 
Chicago on October 4, and she came 
in to-day. I am going to stay here a 
while and get money to rake me to 
New York, where T expect to begin a 
legal fight for the $180,000. This story 
sounds like a dream, but it is no 
dream to me.”

TELEGRAPH OPERATOR 
KIDNAPPED AND ROBBED. 
Befriended Wealthy Woman in Mani- 
toba Train Wreck and Was Re- 


warded—Shanghaied in Montreal. 


Chieago, Oct. 12.—Bequeathed a for- 
tune of $180,000 by a wealthy woman, 
whom he had befriended in a train 
wreck, kidnapped, shanghaied aboard 
a ship, held prisoner in its filthy hold 
for months, escaped only to be thrown 
into a Mexican prison, and again held 
prisoner for months, then to find that 
he had been robbed of his alleged in- 
heritance, is the story of Fred C, Dor- 
way, of Sudbury, Ont., who told it to- 
day at the Palmer House. He is here 
with his wife, whom he says he ha 
not seen since January, 1906, when he 
was kidnapped in Montreal. 

Dorway is now on his way to New 
York to take steps to recover the 
money of which he alleges he was de- 
frauded. ‘It was left to me by Mrs- 


J. H, James of Filth avenue, New 
York, who died svon after the train 
wreck,” he said. Dorway is a tele- 


graph operator and says he was sta- 
tioned at Rush Lake, Manitoba, on 
the Canadian Pacifi¢ Railway, in No- 
vember, 1905.

I have an indistinct re- 
collection of riding on a train before I 
was put on the ship. I had lost all 
idea of time, m mind simply being 
held to one purpose, to escape from 
that dungeon.

The possibilities of the Egg Lake oi! 
fields are beginning to attract attention 
in several quarters, Por the last «x 
montis the American Canadian oil com- 
pany have been carrying on development 
work in the vicinity of Egg lake with

Breathe, , 
New York, October 14.—Although 
he apparently was dead, so that not 
even the stethoscope could detect a 
heart pulsation, Dr. Sears, of the 
Bellevue Hospital and a physician 
employed in the air lock hospital of 
the Pennsylvania tunnel, First avenue 
and Thirty-third street, brought back 
to life a giant, a ‘“‘sand-hog,”’ over- 
come by the ‘‘bends’’ yesterday.

Companions ran 
down to the air lick hospital and got 
one of the physicians, who saw that 
if there was any chance for the man 
he must be placed again, under at

least an extra atmosphere. An am- 
bulance, with Dr. Sears, responded, 
and the physician found the man 


without a sign of life. His body pre- 
sented the peer mottled blue appear- 
ance which characterizes men in the 


last stages of the “bends,” and 
which obtains even after death. 
However, strychnine was injected, 


and the body carried back ti the ait 
locks. Theer the patient was placed 
under extra air pressure and seemed 
to revive, and, when Dr. Sears him- 
self was forced to leave the air lock, 
showed signs of consciousness. 

It was said later that Mariti would 
recover, chiefly through his great re- 
cuperative powers. 
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Was Inmate of Asylum Abused? 
Toronto, Ont., Oct, 15.—With one 
rib broken and with indications of 


bruises on his face and hody James 
Robinson was taken from the Mim. 
ico asylum last Sunday, where he had 
been a patient for a little over a week, 
He was driven to his home, Parlia- 
ment street, where he died this after- 
noon, The dead. man had been in 
poor health for some time having been 
suffering from softening of the brain, 
Dr. Cavanaugh who examined the re-

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TRACTION LINE WAS 
PLUNDERED OF MILLION 


Wall Street Railway in New York 
Looted by Rich Men—Too Much 
For Franchise. 


New York, October 14.—Anthony 
N. Brady, partner of Thomas F. Ryan, 
took the witness stand yesterday be- 
fore the Public Service Commission 
and told the astounding story of the 
deat involving the Wall Street and 
Cortlandt Street Ferries Railway. 

The road cost Brady about $200,000, 
but when the late William C, Whit- 
ney forced him to sell the franchise. 
$965,000 was paid to Brady by the 
Metropolitan Securities Company, of 
which, by private arrangement, $250,- 
000 was retained by Brady to com- 
pensate him, while the balances was 
eut into five equal parts and distri- 
buted by Brady's personal cheque to 
the following beneficiaries: Thomas 
F. Ryan, William C. Whitney, P. A. 
B. Widener, Thomas Dolan and Win 
L. Elkins 

The board of directors of the rail- 
way approved the sale, and the entire 
sum is still carried on the books of 
the company as an asset. 

A spellbound audience? listened! to 
this amazing confession of loot, which 
far transcends any revelation that was 
brought out by the insurance investi- 
gation, 

Facts Made More Clear, 

Nothing to palliate the damning 
facts was offered by Brady, and when 
Delancy Nicoll sought to place Ryan 
in better light by cross-examination 
of the*witness, the facts were brought 
out more clearly. 

Two hundred thousand dollars was 
a high price to pay for the franchise. 
But when $765,000 more, which addi- 
tional sum was pure loot, went from 
the pockets of the Metropolitan stock- 
holders into those of Brady and his 
five friends, and has since never been 
accounted for, frenzied financiers, old 
in the ways of crime, gasped at the 
details of the Brady narrative, and 
then settled back, only to be aroused 
again and again as fresh facts ‘eon- 
cermming the traction crime were un- 
folded For the Ferries Railway loot 
was but one of the many amazing de- 
tails laid bare during the two hours 
of investigation yesterday, 

For instance, Prosecutor Ivins 
teaced directly into the hands of Thos 
F. Ryan another amount of $506,000, 
for which Ryan has never accounted 
and which is hung up mysteriously in 
the accounts of the company. Inci- 
dentally, this is the first time in the 
investigation of a great public cor- 
poration that money for which no ser- 
vice has been rendered has been trac- 
ed directly into the hands of a ecap- 
tain of finance 

Ivins holds cheques to the amount 
og $50,000 drawn to the order of Thos. 
F. Ryan for purposes that have never 
been explained, and thes? cheques 
are endorsed on the back in Ryan's 
own handwriting. 

Mysterious Cheques. 

There sled turned up mysterious 

cheques drawn to the order of J. Ser- 


geant Cram, personal friend and 
social mentor of Charles F. Murphy, 
which remain to be explained. Cram 


got $10,000 witch was alleged to be 
for legal services, and the amount 
was charged to the franchise of 
equipment account and carried along 
on the books as an asset, 

J. B. Cohalan, another shining light 
of Tammany, got $5,000, which 1s 
carried along in the same way. 

The editor of a defunct afternoon 
newspaper, which was said to have 
been financed by Charles F. Murphy, 
turned up as owing the Metropolitan 
on an unpaid note—also carried as an 
asset. 

These startling revelations came 
with such rapidity that the heads of 
the spectators became dazed. More 
than $1,000,000 of illegal expenditures 
—questionable, suspicious, unexplain- 
ed disbursement—were revealed wifh- 
in two hours, 


H. H. Vreeland swung into line, 
leading all the rest with amounts 
drawn from the treasury, over and 


above his salary during the past ten 
years. Some of his overdraft of 
$300,000 is accounted for by inefficient 
vouchers; more than $180,000 of it is 
not accounted for at all. 

In the wake of the tremendous re- 
velations all sorts of rumors are afloat 
There was even talk that District At- 
torney William T. Jerome would now 
get busy Jerome attended the ses- 
Sion of the commission yest rday and 
heard Brady's confession. The dis- 
trict attorney declined to make any 
comment afterward,
